1 . FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF NNA DRAFT OF REPORT OF BONN 
EXPERTS MEETING TABLED JULY 6, 1978. THE UNOFFICIAL 
PAPER REPRESENTS A NEUTRAL/NONALIGNED ATTEMPT TO FIND 
REASONABLE AND GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE SOLUTIONS TO 
QUESTIONS FACING BONN MEETING.

REPORT OF THE MEETING OF EXPERTS FROM THE PARTICIPATING 
STATES OF THE CSCE TO PREPARE THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE CONCLUDING 
DOCUMENT OF THE BELGRADE MEETING 1977, THE MEETING OF 
EXPERTS FROM THE PARTICIPATING STATES OF THE CONFERENCE 
ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE, PROVIDED FOR 
BY THE FINAL ACT OF THE CSCE, TOOK PLACE IN BONN, UPON 
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THE INVITATION OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC OF GERMANY, FROM 20 JUNE TO ... . 1978, IN 
ORDER TO PREPARE A SCIENTIFIC FORUM. 

DURING THE OPENING SESSION OF THE MEETING THE 
PARTICIPANTS WERE WELCOMED BY DR. HILDEGARD HAMM- 
BRUECHER, MINISTER OF STATE, MINISTRY OF FOREIGN 
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AFFAIRS, ON BEHALF OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC OF GERMANY. 

DURING THE FIRST WORKING SESSION PROF. Y. 

NOVOZHILOV MADE A STATEMENT ON BEHALF OF UNESCO WHICH 
WAS FOLLOWED BY DR. A. STILLMAN ON BEHALF OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE (ECE). 

THE MEETING OF EXPERTS ADOPTED THE FOLLOWING CONCLUSIONS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING THE DATE, DURATION, 
AGENDA AND OTHER MODALITIES OF THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM: 

THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM WILL BE HELD IN CONFORMITY WITH THE 
RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE CSCE IN THE 
FORM OF A MEETING OF LEADING PERSONALITIES IN SCIENCE 
FROM THE PARTICIPATING STATES, WITH A VIEW TO THE 
INTENTION OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES, WITHIN THEIR 
COMPETENCE TO BROADEN AND IMPROVE COOPERATION AND 
EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF SCIENCE.

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1 . THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM WILL OPEN ON TUESDAY . . . 

1980 AT 1 1 A.M. IN THE DURATION 

SHOULD NOT EXCEED TWO WEEKS. 

2. THE FORUM MAY, IN ADDITION TO ITS PLENARY SESSIONS, 
ESTABLISH WORKING BODIES, AS APPROPRIATE, TO DEAL 
WITH AGENDA ITEM 2. 

3. (THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM WILL BE 
OPEN TO THE PUBLIC) (THE OPENING AND CLOSING 
PLENARY SESSIONS WILL BE OPEN TO THE PUBLIC). 

4. UNESCO AND THE ECE WILL BE INVITED TO MAKE THEIR 
CONTRIBUTIONS IN THE PLENARY SESSION AFTER THE 
ADDRESS BY THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE HOST COUNTRY. 
THESE ORGANIZATIONS MAY ALSO BE INVITED TO MAKE 
THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS TO ANY WORKING BODY THAT MAY 
BE ESTABLISHED. 
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5. THE OPENING AND CLOSING STATEMENTS INDICATED IN 
ITEM 1. OF THE AGENDA MAY BE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE PARTICIPATING DELEGATIONS IF THEY DESIRE TO 

DO SO. IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT THE DURATION OF 
THESE STATEMENTS SHOULD NOT, AS A RULE, EXCEED 15 
MINUTES. 

THE PARTICIPANTS MAY SEND IN THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS, 
PREFERABLY NOT LATER THAN THREE MONTHS BEFORE THE 
OPENING OF THE FORUM, TO THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
WHO WILL CIRCULATE THEM TO THE OTHER PARTICIPANTS. 

6. GUIDELINES FOR THE TREATMENT AND ELABORATION OF 
AGENDA ITEM 2 ARE OUTLINED IN THE ANNEX. 

7. THE FORUM MAY FORMULATE RECOMMENDATIONS, INCLUDING 
SUCH DEALING WITH WHAT FURTHER STEPS MIGHT IN DUE 
COURSE BE TAKEN BY THE PARTICIPATING STATES OF THE 
CSCE WITH RESPECT TO THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM. 

THE RESULTS OF THE FORUM MAY BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT, 

AS APPROPRIATE, BY THE PARTICIPATING STATES AT THE 
MADRID MEETING. 

8. THE CHAIR AT THE OPENING AND CLOSING PLENARY 
SESSIONS WILL BE TAKEN BY A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
HOST COUNTRY. 

9. THE RULES OF PROCEDURE, THE WORKING METHODS AND 
THE SCALE OF DISTRIBUTION FOR THE EXPENSES OF THE 
CSCE WILL, MUTATIS MUTANDIS, BE APPLIED TO THE 
SCIENTIFIC FORUM. 

10. IN CONFORMITY WITH THE RULES OF PROCEDURE, THE 
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GOVERNMENT OF WILL DESIGNATE 

THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM. 

THIS DESIGNATION SHOULD BE AGREED TO BY THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES.

RESOURCES FOR HUMAN DEVELOPMENT, INCLUDING 
ALTERNATIVE ENERGY SOURCES 

B) MEDICINE: 

CURRENT TRENDS IN MEDICAL RESEARCH 
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C) THE HUMANITIES AND SOCIAL SCIENCES: 

PROBLEMS RELATING TO HUMAN ENVIRONMENT AND URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT, AS WELL AS TO THE PROMOTING OF BETTER 
MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AMONG PEOPLE IN THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES. 

IN DISCUSSING THESE THEMES, THE FORUM SHOULD DRAW 
PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO THE SURVEY OF RELEVANT 
SCIENTIFIC KNOWLEDGE AND GOALS FOR FUTURE RESEARCH AND 
TO THE PRESENT STATE AND FUTURE NEEDS OF SCIENTIFIC 
CO-OPERATION, INCLUDING THE EDUCATION AND TRAINING OF 
YOUNG SCIENTISTS.

2. WHILE ON THE BASIS OF CURSORY REVIEW WESTERN DELS 
FEEL THERE IS A NEED FOR FURTHER ELABORATION ON SOME 
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POINTS AND SOME DRAFTING CHANGES, THEY LARGELY AGREE 
THAT NNA PAPER PRESENTS A GOOD BASIS FOR NEGOTIATION. 
LONG NATO MEETING IS SCHEDULED EARLY TOMORROW TO 
COMPLETE ANALYSIS. AMONG PROCEDURAL ISSUES IDENTIFIED 
AS REQUIRING FURTHER CLARIFICATION WERE POINTS 2 AND 5 
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OF THE ORGANIZATIONAL FRAMEWORK AND OTHER MODALITIES, 
ABOVE. SWEDISH REP EXPLAINED THAT NNA HAD NOT SELECTED 
DATE FOR FORUM BUT BELIEVE THERE IS CLEAR CONSENSUS FOR 
PRE-MADRID DATE. IN ADDITION, WESTERN DELS BELIEVE 
THAT FORUM THEMES IDENTIFIED IN ANNEX ARE STILL 
UNACCEPTABLY VAGUE, A CONCERN NNA DELS SHARE. AS 
BEFORE, THE SELECTION OF SPECIFIC FORUM THEMES REMAINS 
MOST COMPLICATED PROBLEM FACING EXPERTS. THE DRAFT 
REPORT DOES, HOWEVER, PROVIDE ENOUGH FLEXIBILITY FOR 
WESTERN SCIENTISTS TO RAISE HUMAN RIGHTS CONCERNS 
SHOULD THEY SO DESIRE. 

3. IN UNCHARACTERISTIC RESPONSE, EASTERN DELS AVOIDED 
INITIAL COMMENT, CALLING FOR LONG BREAK IN PROCEEDINGS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO STUDY PROPOSAL. THIS HAS LED ALLIED REPS TO 
SPECULATE THAT WARSAW PACT DELS MAY BE SEEKING GUIDANCE 
FROM CAPITALS BEFORE RESPONDING. IN ANY EVENT, NEXT 
WORKING SESSION SHOULD PROVIDE CLEARER INDICATION OF 
EASTERN POSITIONS ON ISSUES FACING THE MEETING 
THAN HAS BEEN APPARENT TO DATE. WE SHOULD THEN 
HAVE BETTER IDEA OF DIFFERENCES NEEDING TO BE RESOLVED 
BEFORE AGREEMENT POSSIBLE. 

4. APPEARANCE OF NNA DRAFT HAS IMBUED DELS WITH SPIRIT 
OF CONFIDENCE AND FEELING THAT EXPERTS COULD CONCLUDE 
WORK BY JULY 15, MEETING IN SATURDAY SESSIONS, IF 
NECESSARY.
